Contract Awarded 
For F. Hills P.O. 

Construction of the new post 
office at Feeding Hills, Mass., 
was further advanced today with 
the announcement by Postmaster 
General John A. Gronouski that 
a contract has been awarded to 
First Construction Corporation, 
Derry Road, Hudson, N. H., to 
build and lease the building to the 
Post Office Department. 

“We are continuing to build 
new post offices where they are 
needed," Mr. Gronouski said, “but 
we are constantly re-assessing 
our lease construction pi-ogram to 
determine whether present build¬ 
ings can be altered or remodeled 
to take care of our expanding 
volume of mail. 

Under the Department’s Lease 
Construction program First Con¬ 
struction Cox-p., of Derry will con¬ 
struct the new building on 
Springfield Street and lease it to 
the Department for ten years, 
with renewal options running for 
an additional twenty years. 

The new post office at Feeding 
Hills will be constructed on a site 
containing 19,260 squai'e feet, and 
is expected to be completed in 
Soptembei- of 1964. It will have 
an interior space of 2672 square 
feet, with an area of 8018 square 
feet for parking and maneuver¬ 
ing of postal vehicles. Thei-e will 
be a portico of 74 square feet and 
a platform of 216 squai-e feet. It 
will be constructed of brick and 
concrete block, one story building 
of individual design. 

The pi-esent space will be va¬ 
cated.

A. This is about the same thinii' 
as checking- to be sure a car isn't 
coming before you back out of 
your driveway.

If you want to 
take cliancos and just hope every¬ 
thing will ho okay, drive away. 
But don’t be surprised if you have 
an accident. By the same token, 
there’s a lot more to applying 
for social security retirement 
benefits than meets the eye; so 
you should check at least 
months before you retire to be 
sure everything is in order. .Inst 
by way of example, did you know 
retirement checks don’t come un¬ 
til the first part of the month 
after the month you completely 
retire ? 

Q. 1 have been disabled i 
month.s .-ind do not expect to be 
able to work again. Do I have 
to be disabled 6 months before 
I can apply for social .security 
disabilily benefits? 

A. No. You should get in 
touch with your social security 
office now, even though you will 
not be entitled to payments for 
.‘3 more months. Early applica¬ 
tion helps speed the processing 
of your claim for disability bene¬ 
fits. and, if you qualify, your 
checks will start promptly. 

Q. Is it true that a disabled 
worker cannot qualify for month¬ 
ly benefits until he has been dis¬ 
abled six months? 

A. Yes. A worker must be dis¬ 
abled for six full consecutive cal¬ 
endar months bofoi'e he can be¬ 
come entitled to benefits. This 
is called the 6-months’ waiting 
period. If the worker qualifies, 
his first check uill be issued for 
the 7th month. However, the dis¬ 
abled worker should check with 
his social security office before 
the end of the fii-st 6 months of 
disability. 

(J. Please settle an argument: 
my father says you have to be 
50 years old before you can draw 
social security disabilily benefits, 
but I say you can get them any 
li)ne. Which one of us is right? 

A. You are correct; since 1960, 
anyone totally and permanently 
disabled, and qualified for social 
security, can receive disability 
benefit-s. However, when he 
reaches 65, his disability benefit 
will be converted -into an old-age 
benefit, even though he may .still 
be disabled. 

Q. On June 13, 1962, 1 became 
totally disabled due to a serious 
accident. 1 have been unable to 
leave home since then. Is it too 
. late to make an application for 
social security disability benefits? 

A. No. Get in touch with your 
social security office immediately.

.\cconling to the Safety Coun¬ 
cil of Western Massachusetts, the 
two conditions which cause the 
greatest trouble for winter motor¬ 
ists are reduced visibility and re-' 
duced ability to stop or steer. So' 
Iteep rear windows as clear as: 
your windshield. If visibility be-i 
comes impaired while driving, I 
pull off the road as soon as possi¬ 
ble, and clear all windows. 

Turn on headlights during day¬ 
time snow or fog:, so that other 
motorists can see you. Don’t rely 
on parking lights to make you 
visible. Use turn signals well in 
advance of a turn to give drivers 
behind you extra time to slow 
down. Stojiping distance on ice 
and snow is three to 12 times as 
great as .stopping distance on dry 
pavement. When roads are slip¬ 
pery, each motorist should allow 
a further distance between his car 
and the one ahead. Brakes must 
be applied sooner and with a 
lighter touch. A harsh applica¬ 
tion of brakes can lock the wheels 
and cause the car to skid. If a 
rapid stop is in order, the brakes 
should be pumped lightly and rap¬ 
idly to prevent skidding. It is a 
good practice to try the brakes 
when first starting out. This will 
allow the driver to get the ‘feel’ 
of the road, and judge stopping 
and braking requirements. 

Steering is also extremely deli¬ 
cate on ice and snow. Because any 
attempt to make a sudden .steer¬ 
ing change is dangerous, antici¬ 
pate corner turns and execute 
them slowly and smoothly. 

Remember that wet ice at 30 
degrees is far more slippery than 
ice at zero temperatures, just as 
a wet ice cube is more slippery 
than one just removed from the 
freezer.

With proper care, Christmas 
plants can add beauty to your 
home for a prolonged period of 
time. Each plant is diffoi'ent in 
its requirements but not difficult 
to maintain in the home. 

The POINSETTIA should not 
be chilled. Any sudden lowering 
of the temperature toward 50 de¬ 
grees will cause the leaves and 
bracts to wilt and drop. Be care¬ 
ful to place the plant away from 
doors to avoid drafts. Keep the 
soil moist but do not ovovwater, 
and try to keep the temperature 
at or near 70 degrees. After the 
leaves yellow, the plant may be 
dried off until late April when it 
can be repotted and set out in the 
garden. 

The CYCLAMEN prefers a 
cool, sunny place. Do not let the 
soil become dry but avoid over¬ 
watering. This plant can be car- 
I ried over the second year by 
treating it similarly to the Poiii- 
settia. This is moi*e difficult with 
Cyclamen and most home owners 
pi'efer to discard the plant en¬ 
tirely. 

KALANCHOE is a good house 
plant for it tolerates variable 
bouse conditions. Keep on the dry 
side for this is a succulent plant. 

! Afte)’ flowering, remove the flow¬ 
er stalks and a second flowering 
often occurs. Good gloscy foliage 
makes it a good house plant for 
the rest of the winter. 

CHRISTMAS BEGONIAS will 
continue to blossom throughout 
the winter if kept moist and in a 
sunny location. Try to keep the 
atmosphere around the plants hu¬ 
mid for best results. 

CHRISTMAS PEPPERS and 
JERUSALEM CHERRIES re¬ 
quire a warm temperatui'e of 
about 70 degrees. Keep the soil 
uniformly moist to prevent wilt¬ 
ing. These plants may be I’ested 
and set out in the garden during 
the summer; but most home gard- 
ners find it easier to save a few 
fruit for seed and discard the 
plants. These plants are easily 
grown from seed-and can be lots 
of fun. Plant the seed in Febru¬ 
ary and plant out of doors after 
Ii ost danger is past. These plants 
can be an attractive addition to 
your garden, and by bringing 
them inside before frost they will 
add color to next Christmas.

William F. Connors, manager 
of Veterans Administration’s 
Boston Regional Office, reminded 
pension recipients today that vet¬ 
erans or dependents who do not 
return their VA pension income 
questionnaires by January 31 will 
not receive any further checks 


and may owe the government 
money. 

If they do not submit this in¬ 
come information, they will be 
required to repay all pension re¬ 
ceived during 1963 and the first 
month in 1964. 

Connors pointed ozt that the 
questionnaire carries a printed 
warning which reads — “Import¬ 
ant. Failure to return this card 
before January 31, 1164 will re¬ 
sult in discontinuame of pay¬ 
ment. You would also be required 
to pay back all pension you re¬ 
ceived last year.” 

Since tl»e pension is paid only 
to those veterans, thrir widows, 
dependent parents or miaar chil¬ 
dren whose incomes are below 
certain limits, tlie \’A is required 
by law to receive an income re¬ 
port each year to justify the pay¬ 
ments. 

Connors asked that all "blanks 
on the card be signed before it is 
sent back to the Veterans Admin¬ 
istration.
